On  the  Chinese  Snx,ke-st07ie1  end  its  Operation  as  an  Aniidotc 
to  Poison.  In  a  Letter  from  Mr.  JViliiam  H.  Harding, 
of  Virginia,   to  David  Holmes^  Esq, 

AGR.EE ABLY  to  your  request  I  make  the  following 
statement : — On  Friday  the  4th  instant,  I  was  informed 
my  little  daughter  (about  Jour  years  old)  had  been  bitten 
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by  a  mad  dog.  I  saw  the  dog  in  the  paroxysms,  which 
discovered  every  symptom  of  madness,  by  biting  at  every 
thing  which  was  within  his  reach,  both  before  and  after 
being  tied.  Certain  that  the  dog  was  mJd,  I  directed  him 
to  be  killed.  Being  considerably  alarmed,  it  was  my  own 
opinion  that  the  child  should  immediately  be  put  under  a 
course  of  medicine;  but  my  wife  having  heard  of  the  stone 
in  possession  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis  Chaustien,  in  Frede- 
rick county,  insisted  upon  my  carrying  the  child  to  him. 
I  had  frequently  heard  of  the  efficacy  of  this  peculiar  stone, 
but  had  not  the  smallest  faith  in  any  such  cure  ;  but  m 
order  to  satisfy  Mrs.  Harding,  I  set  out  for  Mr.  Chaus- 
tien's  with  much  reluctance,  and  arrived  there  the  next 
morning.  On  my  informing  him  my  business,  he  imme- 
diately assured  me  I  need  not  be  under  any  apprehensiew 
for  the  safety  of  my  child,  as  he  would  certainly  cure  her 
if  she  had  been  bitten  by  a  mad  dog,  which  would  soon  be 
known  on  the  application  of  the  stone.  She  had  a  cut  on 
her  arm  near  the  elbow,  which  I  knew  to  be  occasioned  by 
a  fall ;  and  in  addition  to  a  bruise  she  had  two  scratches  on 
her  arm.  This  circumstance  afforded  me  an  opportunity 
of  making  an  experiment  of  the  virtue  of  the  stone,  as  I 
was  informed  the  stone  would  adhere  to  no  wreund  but  the 
bite  of  a  mad  dog.  I  accordingly  directed  the  stone  to  be 
applied  to  the  wound  which  I  knew  was  occasioned  by  the 
fall.  Mr.  Chaustien  immediately  informed  me  that  the 
dog  "was  not  mad  if  she  was  bitten  in  that  place,  as  the 
stone  would  not  stick  to  it,  consequently  there  could  be  no 
poison.  The  next  application  was  to  the  scvatch  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  arm.  To  this  the  stone  would  not  ad- 
here ;  but  on  being  applied  to  the  place  where  the  dog  was 
seen  to  have  bitten  her,  the  stone  stuck  fast,  and  continued 
there  for  eight  hours,  at  which  period  it  was  taken  off  and 
another  piece  of  the  same  stone  applied,  which,  like  the 
first,  adhered  to  the  wound,  and  so  continued  for  the  same 
space  of  lime,  when  being  removed,  either  the  first  small 
piece,  or  another  (I  am  not  confident  which)  was  applied 
and  continued  about  eight  hours  longer,  making  in  the 
whole  twenty-four  hours  ;  after  which  period  the  stone 
would  no  longer  adhere  to  the  wound.  Mr.  Chaustien  then 
informed  that  he  was  satisfied  that  the  child  was  out  of  all 
danger,  and  that  the  poison  was  entirely  extracted,  and  that 
he  would  purge  the  stone.  Accordingly  he  put  the  stone 
into  a  glass  of  hot  water.  In  a  short  time  a  number  of  small 
bubbles  began  to  rise,  after  the  manner  of  quicksilver  when 
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struck,  and  a  small  scum,  like  oil  of  a  yellow  colour,  ti- 
ed with  green,  appeared  on  the  top  of  the  water,  which 
Mr.  Chaustien  informed  me  was  poison.  After  the  stone 
had  been  some  sjhp.rt  time  in  water,  it  was  taken  out  and 
put  into  warm  ashes  to  dry.  Mr.  Chaustien  showed  me  a 
certificate  which  accompanied  the  stone,  and  called  it  by 
the  name  of  the  Chinese  Snake-stone,  and  which  said  that  it  ., 
came  from  Bombay*  in  (I  think)  1740.  This  certifier  ; 
goes  to  show  the  efficacy  of  the  stone  for  extracting  the  poi- 
son from  bites  of  all  poisonous  snakes,  and  that  many  per- 
sons had  been  cured  thereby. 

On  Mr.  Chaustien's  veracity  I  have  the  greatest  reliance^ 
having  been  acquainted  with  him  several  years.     He  told 
sne  he'never  had  lost  a  single  patient  that  applied  to  him,* 
spme  of  whom  had  the  paroxysms  of  the  hydrophobia  on     < 
them  at  the  time  of  the  application,  and  that  he  had  cured  .. 
about  eighty  persons  in  less  than  two  years.  Mr.  Chaustien 
said  (as  well  as  I  recollect)  that  the  first  stone  he  acquired 
in  the  lower  part  of  this  state,  accompanied  by  the  aforesaid 
certificate,  but  by  accident  the  stone"  got  broke,  perhaps  by  • 
fire.

His  gun  I  know  to  be  short,  by  the  mark  which  the  muzzle 
made  by  rubbing  the  bark  of  the  tree  against  which  it  lean- 
ed ;  that  his  dog  is  small,  I  know  by  his  tracks  ;  and  that 
he  hjws  a  bob-tail,  I  discovered  by  the  mark  it  made  in  the 
dust  where  he  was  sitting  at  the  time  his  master  was  taking 
down  the  meat.

AGRICULTURAL. 

A  Method  to    ImfirovQ  Seed  Corn. 

I  have  been  in  the  habit  for  a  number  of  years,  of  se- 
lecting the  best  ear  of  the  two  which  grew  on  a  single 
stalk  of  corn,  and  have  found  it  annually  to  improve  to  a 
very  considerable  increase. 

After  pursuing  the  experiment  for  three  years,  and  esta- 
blishing the  fact  in  my  own  mind,  I  communicated  it  to 
my  neighbour,  he  laughed  at  me  for  it — I  invited  him  to  a 
thorough  experiment.  We  took  each  of  our  fields,  adjoin- 
ing, and  of  equal  quality  of  soil  ;  planted  and  tilled  them 
a'c  the  same  time,  and  as  nearly  alike  as  we  could.  The 
result  was,  that  his,  from  ordinary  seed,  produced  afrout 
40  bushels  ;  and  mine,  from  selected  seed,  produced 
nearly  60  bushels  the  acre. 

Method  of  killing  Slugs  or  Grnbw9rms  in  Gardens. 
Lit  water  be  suffVred  to  remain  three  or  four  davs  on 
tar  m  a  barrel,  and  it  will  become  strongly  impree-nated 
wii  .  i  quality  noxious  to  these  vermin;  and  if  poured  up- 
on t  i  they  will  immediately  die  ;  to  save  your  plant* 
from  .  -ir  depredations,  scatter  thi.s  water  (by  means  of  a  wa- 
ter pot)  on  the  ground  before  and  after  sowing  or  planting. 

Mrs.  i'xtox  and  family,  of  New  Jersey,  last  year  made 
800  Cheeses,  which  sell  in  Philadelphia  at  the  same  price 
as  cheese  imported  from  England.  They  milk  40  cjws. 
Their  farm  is  600  acres,  of  which  the  one  luut  is  wood  land. 
An  example  of  such  well  directed  industry  and  good  ma- 
nagement may  be  imitated  by  others  with  great  advantage  ; 
ar».i  shews  that  farming  in  the  United  States,  when  well 
conducted,  is  one  of  the  most  profitable  objects  to  which  a 
man  can  direct  his  attention.  [Mer.  Advertiser.] 
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AN  entire  fleece  cf  wool  taken  from  a  sheep  last  sum- 
mer, (the  property  of  William  13.  Smith,  Esq.  near  Easton,) 
thirteen  months  old,  after  being  tolerably  washed,  weighed 
thirteen  pounds  and  an  halj\  dcA\n  weight. — On  the  same 
farm  on  the  25th  ult.  the  carcase  of  a  mutton  killed  by 
Mr.  Smith,  weighed  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  down 
weight  ;  the  fat  that  came  ofFthe  caul  of  the  mutton  weigh- 
ed twelve  pounds.  The  above  facts  are  substantiated  by 
l'espectable  disinterested  persons  who  were  present.

— Now  is  the  time  when  a  yard  of  linen  or  zfiound  offwine,  ma- 
nufactured among  ourselves,  is  worth,  twice  as  much,  to  the  national 
independence  of  aur  country,  as  they  ever  were  since  the  days  of 
the  rQVGiution. — Now  is  the  time  for  industry,  and  economy  in 
dress,  in  eating  and  drinking. — Let  us  fee!  superior  to  the  depen- 
dence on  a  foreign  nation  for  a  few  yards  of  calico,  a  bit  of  rouslin, 
a  roll  of  ribbon,  a  thimble,  a  pocket  handkerchief,  a  dozen  of  but- 
tons, a  snuff  box,  a  pair  of  garters,  a  skein  of  thread,  or  silk,  a 
comb,  or  pair  of  red.  morocco,  slippers,  a  necklace,  a  fine  and  pret- 
ty pincushion,  a  pair  of  delicate  scissors,  a  tweezer,  or  even  our 
petticoats,  tvowsers,  or- coats.

Even  the  women  and  children  cry  out,  "  Why 
O'.e  .Americans  must  be  a  lazy  and  good  fornothing  set  of  people, 
for  we  have  just  received  orders  to  get  ready  for  one  of  their 
merchants  10,000  pair  of  stockings,  5000  pair  of  gloves,  20,00Q 
kvoundf  of  thread,  2000  gross  ear  bobs,  5000  papers  of  pins,  and 
ttoirables.   and  tooth  pickers,  and  nut-crackerss  and  segar  boxes# 
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andt  fine  combs,   aad  garters,   avid  shoestring^  and  buckles,   and 
ten  thousand  other  articles  that  I  cant  think  of— and  surely  if  the  y

Volcano's. — Among  the  many  curioas  facts  which  the 
celebrated  Humboldt  collected  in  the  course  of  his  travels, 
one  of  the  most  surprising  is  that  which  he  lately  commi.- 
nicated  to  the  National  Institute.  Several  of  the  volcanoes 
in  the  Andes  throw  up  from  time  to  time,  a  muddy  sub- 
stance mixed  with  large  quantities  of  fresh  witer  ;  and  What 
deserves  to  be  particularly  remarked  is,  an  astonishing 
number  of  fish.  The  roicano  of  Intaburn,  near  the  town 
of  Ibarra,  threw  up  once  such  a  quantity  that  the  putrid 
efiluvia  proceeding  from  them  produced  diseases.  This 
phenomenon,  however,  is  not  singular.  The  mast  remark- 
able circumstance  is,  that  the  fish  are  not  injured.  Their 
bodies  appear  to  be  very  soft,  but  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
exposed  to  a  great  heat.  The  Indians  assert  that  fisb  still 
idwe  are  found  at  the  bottom  of  the  mountain.  These  ani- 
mals are  ejected  sometimes  from  the  crater  of  the  volcano 
and  sometimes  from  lateral  apertures  ;  but  they  always 
come  from  the  height  of  from  seven  to  eight  thousand  feett 
above  the  level  of  the  plains.  Humboldt  is  of  opinion  that 
these  fish  are  bred  in  lakes  in  the  interior  of  the  crater. 
As  fish  of  the  same  kind  are  found  in  the  rivers  and  streams 

ich  ilow  at  the  bottom  of  the  mountain,  this  circum-' 
stance  is  a  strong  confirmation  of  his  opinion.     They  are 
the  only  animals  in  the  kingdom  of  Quito  which  live  at  the 
height  of  eight  thousand  feet.     This  species  is  new  to  na- 
tural! -it -j.  [Travels  through  South  America.

LECTURES  OX  LAW. 

WERE  I  called  upon  for  my  reasons. why  I  deem  so 
highly  of  the  American  character,  I  would  assign  them  in 
a  very  few  words.— .That  character  has  been  eminently 
distinguished  by  the  love  of  liberty,  and  the  love  of  law. 

In  free  countries — in  free  countries,  especially,  that  boast 
the  blessings  of  a  common  law,  springing  warm  and  spon- 
taneous from  the  manners  of  the  people — Law  should  be 
studied  and  taught  as  a  historical  science. 

If  the  just  and  genuine  principles  of  society  can  diffuse 
si  lustre  round  the  establishment  of  nations  ;  that  of  the 
States  of  America  is  indeed  illustrious.  Fierce  oppression, 
rattling, in  herleft  hand,the  chainsof  tyranny  ;  and.brandish- 
ing,  in  her  right  hand,  the  torch  of  persecution,  drove  our 
predecessors  from  the  coasts  of  Europe  :  liberty,  benevolent 
and  serene,  pointing  to  a  cornucopia  on  one  side,  and  to  a 
branch  of  olive  on  the  other,  invited  and  conducted  them  to 
the  American  Chores. 

The  science  of  law  should,  in  some  measure,  and  in  some 
degree,  be  the  study  of  every  free  citizen,  and  of  every  free 
man.  Every  free  citizen,  and  every  free  man  has  duties  to 
perform  and  rights  to  chum.  Unless,  in  some  measure, 
and  in  some  degree,  he  knows  those  duties  and  those  rights, 
he  can  never  act  a  just  and  an  independent  part. 

In  a  free  country,  every  citizen  forms  a  part  of  the  sove- 
reign power  :  he  possesses  a  vote,  or  takes  a  still  more  active 
part  in  the  business  of  the  commonwealth.  The  right  and 
the  duty  of  giving  that  vote,  the  right  and  the  duty  of  tak- 
ing that  share,  are  necessarily  attended  Avith  the  duty  of 
making  that  business  the  object  of  his  study   and  inquiry. 

On  the  public  mind,  one  great  truth  can  never  be  too 
deeply  impressed — that  the  weight  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  each  state  composing  the  union* 
rests  on  the  shoulders  of  the  people. 

At  a  general  election,  too  few  attend  to  the  important  con- 
sequences of  voting  or  not  voting  ;  and  to  . 
tes,  still  more  important,  of  voting  ri-jht  or  voti 
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The  rights  asd  the  duties  of  jurors,  in  the  United  States, 
swe  great  and  extensive.  No  punishment  can  be  inflicted 
"without  the  intervention  of  one — in  much  the  greater  num- 
ber of  cases,  without  the  intervention  of  more  than  one  jury. 
Is  it  not  of  immense  consequence  to  the  public,  thatthosa, 
ivho  have  committed  crimes,  should  not  escape  with  impu- 
nity ?  Is  it  not  of  immense'  consequence  to  individuals, 
that  all,  except  those  who  have  committed  crimes,  should 
he  secure  from  the  punishment  denounced  against  their 
commission  ?  Is  it  not,  then,  of  immense  consequence  to 
both,  that  jurors  should  possess  the  spirit  of  just  discernment, 
$o  discriminate  between  the  innocent  and  the  guilty  ?  This 
spirit  of  just  discernment  requires  knowledge  of,  at  least, 
the  general  principles  of  the  law,  as  well  as  knowledge  of 
the  minute  particulars  concerning  the  facts. 

It  is  true,  that,  in  matters  of  law,  the  jurors  are  entitled 
to -the  assistance  of  the  judges  ;  but  it  is  also  true,  that, 
after  they  receive  it,  they  have  the  right  of  judging  for 
themselves  :  and  is  there  not  to  this  right  the  great  cor- 
responding duty  of  jtidging  firvfierly  ?      [Judge  Wilson.]
